Reichschancellor Adolf Hitler today 
proclaimed a four year program, em- 
bracing aggressive colonial demands, 
aimed at the goal of making Germany 
economically independent of the rest 
of the -world. 


The proclamation, sounded sud- 


denly before 800,000 Nazis assem- 
bled in fourth annual convention, dis- 
closed Der Fuehrer has signed de- 
crees reorganizing the national econ- 
omy and hiking the planned produc- 
tion of all industrial and agricultural 
products. 


Their realization, he declared, "Is 


only a question of our energy and 
determinatioh." 


"Our 
colonial demands," the proc-

•hould be celebrated will be October, 
1937, the 160th annhersary of the 
heroic stand of General James Clin- 
ton, father of De Witt Clinton and 
brother of Gen George Clinton 
He 


held Fort Clinton, on the Hudson, 
with 4,000 men against 6,000 under 
Sir Henry Clinton (his cousin), an 
English general 
Jamee Clinton was 


•wounded and after an heroic stand 
weaned for further sen ice to his 
country. 


In 1779 General James Clinton and 


General Sullivan, at the close of an 
expedition against the Iroquois In- 
dians in the southern tier of counties 
Of New York state, proposed to Con- 
frets the eon it me tl on of what they 
termed an "Appian Way" from the 
elty of New York to Lake Erie 
The 


Great Lakes, which have done so 
much to develop the rich, but former- 
ly inaccessible West, nere at the 
time separated from the'seacoast by 
the mountain range which stretches 
from toe Gulf States to the St. Law- 
ranee. River. 


The Great West, the future, but 


then unrecognized granarj of the 
nation, was more remote from the 
Atlantic ocean than is today the 
empire of Japan. 


The "Appian Way" dream of 


Jama* Clinton never got further than 
an application to Congress for an 
appropriation. 
But his dream de- 


Mended to the son, and De Witt Clin- 
ton built the Erie Canal which was 
completed and dedicated October 26, 
1825,

the

State" title. 


In April, 1832—a 105th annhcr-

D* Witt Clinton—"Father of The 


Erie Canal"—constructed this canal 
through the center counties of the 
•tate. secured for it the support of 
'the fouthern counties by promising 
In return his influence and that of 
hi* party for the construction of an- 
other hUhway through the *outhem 
region, planned by hi* father.

against the dangers of cheap lawn 
grass mixtures 
Many mixtures have 


been placed on the market which, 
upon examination in the seed labora- 
tory, have been found to contain a 
high percentage of chaff and dirt 
and many kinds of weed seeds and 
which hare been made up quite 
largely of grasses entlrelj unsuited 
for lawn purposes.

charged their difficult duties satis- 
factorily," adding that federal "yard- 
sticks," such as TVA. "nould be of 
no assistance" In testing "the rea- 
sonableness of rates of private com- 
panies " 


Bonbrlght and Mosher argued in 


their paper that commission regula- 
tion "has been but partially success- 
ful" and that "thoroughly unwork- 
able methods of valuation" bad been 
Imposed by the courts.
